A draft version of skydive 
activity regulations was 
adopted by council and de¬ 
liberations between the 
Town of Didsbury and the 
Canadian Skydiving Club 
have been entrusted to the 
lawyers representing both 
parties until negotiations are 
completed. 

The recommended action, 
originated by C.A.O., Evan 
Parliament, and carried by 
council, read: “That the 
Town of Didsbury adopt the 
draft rules and regulations 
for skydiving activities to be 
conducted in the vicinity of 
the Olds-Didsbury Airport 
as presented and approved | 
by the Olds-Didsbuty Air 1 
port Commission. This in¬ 
formation is to be released 
to the public.” 

The draft contains 16 con¬ 
ditions. A condensed listing 
of rules and regulations for 
skydiving applications in the 
vicinity of the Olds-Didsbury 
airport include the follow¬ 
ing conditions: 1- Proposals 
with respect to airport op¬ 
erations to be submitted in 
writing, 2- Safety specifica¬ 
tions, 3- Addressing concerns 
of existing airport commu¬ 
nity users and personnel, 4- 
Written approval of adjacent 
property owners, 5- Zoning 
of property targeted for drop 
zone or staging areas, 6- 
Waiver of indemnity, 7- Pres¬ 
entation of a business plan 
by the skydive operator, 8- 
An agreement not to sue af¬ 
filiates of the Olds-Didsbury 
airport, 9- Conformation to 
laws outlined by the Airport 
Commission, 10- An agree¬ 
ment not to refuel aircraft 
except from a certified avia¬ 
tion tender, 11- Passenger 
loading/unloading not al¬ 
lowed with engines running, 

12- Compliance with radio 
communication stipulations, 

13- Payment of a $260 per 
day user fee, 14- Prior notifi¬ 
cation of airport use of two 
business days, 15- Airspace 
contractual agreement and, 
16- Skydive operator limited 
to one aircraft.

New pilch needed for Pitch-In 
Alberta program

Budget constraints appear to have pulled 
the plug on another program locally, that of 
Pitch-In Alberta. 

While 112,890 volunteers are already reg¬ 
istered to take part in the waste manage¬ 
ment program in Alberta, Pitch-ln presi¬ 
dent Allard van Veen said no projects are 
registered this year in the communities of 
Didsbury, Cremona, Water Valley or Car- 
stairs. 


“We attribute... noticeable drop-off... to 
the fact that schools, volunteers scouts etc., 
had to pay for bags this year in your commu¬ 
nities since none of the local governments 
provided support to the 1996 campaign.” 

Didsbury C.A.O. Evan Parliament re¬ 
sponded that town crews in Didsbury main¬ 
tain regular spring and fall clean up opera¬ 
tions, adding, “We support Pitch-In Alberta 
in their efforts to clean up communities but 
let it be volunteer driven.”

Bev Biggeman, a member of 
the Didsbury/Olds Bid Host Com¬ 
mittee for the 1998 Alberta Sen¬ 
iors Games, appeared on behalf 
of the group to speak on the 
group’s progress to date, and re¬ 
quest a formal letter of support in 
principle for the games. Biggeman 
said that the Town of Olds had 
already approved allocation of 
$2,000 to aid the group in efforts 
to secure the games. Biggeman 
said $900, left over from last year’s 
Big Country Summer Games had 
been turned over to the Bid Com¬ 
mittee.

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Park fee restructuring gets thumbs down

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson isn’t too happy with 
Parks Canada fee amendments 
and the Reform Party’s Re¬ 
gional Development Programs 
critic is none too pleased him¬ 
self. 

“These rates are completely 
out of line,” Jim Abbott said. 
“They have made the 
affordability for average Ca¬ 
nadians to visit their national 
parks so costly that they will 
either not visit the parks or 
will use one of the many loop¬ 
holes that exist to skirt the 
fees. It’s obvious Parks 
Canada did not consult Cana¬ 
dians about its new park fees.” 

The fees, scheduled to take ef¬ 


fect April 1, replaced the former 
‘per-vehicle’ charge with a ‘per- 
person’ fare. 

While fees per person will in¬ 
crease, Parks Canada maintains 
any increase in revenue will be 
spent prudently. 

A press release from Parks 
Canada in which Donna 
Petrachenko, Alberta Region’s 
Regional Executive Director 
stated “the new fee structure al¬ 
lows us to not only maintain but 
improve the level of service...” 
generated this remark from 
Abbott: 

“What level needls] improve¬ 
ment? We are there to see na¬ 
ture.” 

Parks Canada contended that 
“In addition to a new service cen¬ 


tre in Edmonton, enhancement 
of existing service centres, and 
the introduction of automated 
kiosks in some locations, Parks 
Canada is currently working on 
an alliance with a third party in 
Western Canada to distribute 
entrance passes (to provide) park 
visitors with convenient locations 
to purchase passes on their way 
to the park.” 

An expanded 1 -800 number (1- 
800-748-7275) and an internet e- 
mail address are also being im¬ 
plemented. 

Abbott suggested Parks 
Canada revert back to the old fee 
structure until a more viable plan 
is devised. He suggested toll booth 
hoppers be utilized and bar code 
passes be issued and attached to 


vehicles to reduce entry delays. 
Abbott also questioned the func¬ 
tional practicality of tagging bus 
groups over ten individually. For¬ 
merly, bus operators paid a set 
annual flat rate to enter national 
parks; a per-person/per-trip 
charge changes the picture dra¬ 
matically for charter lines, who 
may decide to pass the costs on to 
the riders. 

While acknowledging that eve¬ 
ryone should pay “their fair 
share” Abbott noted that, to his 
knowledge, no provisions have 
been made for special cases, such 
as school groups travelling 
through national parks to desti¬ 
nations beyond. 

Regular visitors to national 
parks previously paid a $50 fee 


for a seasonal car pass. 

Parks Canada stated the new 
‘Great Western Annual Pass’ 
affords valid entry to all na¬ 
tional parks in western 
Canada and includes a dis¬ 
count coupon booklet “valued 
at over $100”. 

The Great Western Annual 
Pass fee lists the following charges 
on an individual basis: Adult- $35, 
Senior- $27 and Children 6-16- 
$18. Groups of two to ten persons 
will run $70 for adults and $53 for 
seniors. 

National park day passes for 
Banff, Jasper, Yoho and Kootenay 
National parks have been set at: 
Adult- $5, Senior- $4, Children 6- 
16- $2.50. Group rates for adults 
and seniors are $10 and $8.

Thompson outraged 


Deputy Justice Critic Myron 
Thompson (Wild Rose) was out¬ 
raged last Thursday with the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada ruling 
that three men convicted of sec¬ 
ond degree murder will be allowed 
to have new hearings based on 
the so-called drunken defence. 

Last summer the Reform Party 
pressured the Liberal government 
to pass Bill C-72 (an Act to amend 
the Criminal Code - self induced 
intoxication) which came into 
force on September 15, 1995. 

"Canadians do not believe in¬ 
dividuals should be able to escape 
from the justice due them simply 
by claiming they were too drunk 


to be responsible for their actions," 
said Thompson. 

Thompson also expressed con¬ 
cerns with the Canadian Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms which 
was used to overturn legislation 
from the House of Commons. "If 
there is some indication that the 
Charter may be causing problems 
in this area, I will be demanding 
amendments. The people of 
Canada should have the final say 
on this issue through their elected 
representatives in the House of 
Commons, not some unelected 
panel of judges."

IHIaking sense of health news

By ending decades of official 
Liberal policy and killing the uni¬ 
versality of public pensions, Fi¬ 
nance Minister Paul Martin's 
budget rolled back the gains of 
previous generations and left 
many Canadians wondering how 
the changes will affect them. The 
pension cuts are particularly wor¬ 
risome for the one-third of Cana¬ 
dian seniors who live in commu¬ 
nities with populations of 10,000 
or less. These small town and 
rural areas are already suffering 
disproportionately from cuts to 
health care, post-secondary edu¬ 
cation, social assistance and un¬ 
employment insurance an¬ 
nounced in last year's budget. 

Under the Liberal pension re¬ 
forms, Old Age Security (OAS) 
and the Guaranteed Income Sup¬ 
plement (GIS) will be folded into 
a new package, the Senior's Ben¬ 
efit. Although Martin claims most 
of us will be big winners under 
the new system, the Senior s Ben¬ 
efit will provide payments to far 
fewer Canadians. In fact, the gov¬ 
ernment’s plan will only margin¬ 
ally help some seniors and will 
make many others worse off. As 
policy analyst Leonard Shifrin 
concluded, not even the Mulroney 
government at its worst produced 
such a fraudulent budget. 

The details reveal when the 
proposed Senior's Benefit is in 
place, total pension payments will 
be 10 per cent less than under the 
current system. The very poor 
will see only a minor increase in 
benefits of $10 a month, or just 1 
per cent. In 2001, the year the 
new plan comes into force, the 
maximum benefit will be $11.420 
for a single person, well below 
even today’s poverty line which is 
pegged at $15,452. 

As those at the lower end re¬ 


ceive a few extra table scraps, 
couples and particularly married 
women will be significantly worse 
off. That's because eligibility for 
the new Senior's Benefit, unlike 
OAS, will be calculated on the 
basis of the combined income of 
both spouses. 

Take the case of a wife with no 
independent income of her own. 
Under the new plan, she will be¬ 
gin losing her pension entitlement 
when her husband earns more 
than $40,000 a year. With the 
current OAS system, however, she 
would still enjoy some financial 
independence by receiving a pen¬ 
sion of $394 a month regardless 
of what her husband earns. 

And even before the last 
budget, Martin announced plans 
to overhaul the Canada Pension 
Plan (CPP) by reducing benefits, 
increasing premiums, and rais¬ 
ing the retirement age to 67 or 70. 
That spells yet more uncertainty 
for the seniors of tomorrow. 

Can we afford universal public 
pensions? The answer is yes, if 
the political will exists. For in¬ 
stance, while CPP, OAS and GIS 
will bear the brunt of the govern¬ 
ment's axe-wielding, no really sig¬ 
nificant tax changes are planned 
to make sure corporations and 
the very wealthy shoulder their 
fair share of deficit reduction. In 
fact, buried amidst the dry ac¬ 
counting language of the latest 
budget are plans to offer oil com¬ 
panies hundreds of millions of 
dollars in new tax breaks. 

As well, Martin’s budget did 
little to address the multi-billion 
dollar tax assistance awarded to 
private retirement savings. RRSP 
tax breaks ate up over $15 billion 
in lost tax revenue last year, and 
half of these credits went to the 
richest 10 per cent of tax filers. 
Not surprisingly, the big finan¬ 


cial companies are the ones push¬ 
ing for cuts to public pensions 
because it would force more Ca¬ 
nadians to buy private RRSPs, 
thereby fattening the already 
bloated profits of the banks. 

Action on the RRSP front could 
help us sustain universal pen¬ 
sions. If we reduced the maxi¬ 
mum RRSP contribution to 
$8,000 a year - bringing it more in 
line with what most middle-in¬ 
come Canadians can afford - the 
government would save up to $1.5 
billion annually. 

In the coming weeks and 
months, Canadians should take 
the opportunity to remind Paul 
Martin and their MPs that when 
the Liberals were in opposition 
they strongly condemned the 
Mulroney Conservatives for cut¬ 
ting OAS payments. Canadians 
fought hard to win universal pen¬ 
sions so that benefits would be 
seen as a right of citizenship, not 
a hand-out given to those the gov¬ 
ernment deems deserving, as Jean 
Chretien put it at the time. With 
the last federal budget, the Liber¬ 
als have proven they are a party 
without memory and without 
shame.

Every day, the newspapers, 
television and radio are full of 
stories about health and illness. 
But how can you tell what's im¬ 
portant and what’s not? 

Registered nurses recommend 
you ask these questions when 
evaluating health information: 

1) Does the story promote a 
specific remedy? 

A headline that announces 
"new drug cures arthritis" should 
put you on the alert. Be very sus¬ 
picious when a remedy claims to 
work for everyone, draws on per¬ 
sonal testimonies or cites only 
one study as proof. Also beware of 
products which claim to have se¬ 
cret formulas or which are avail¬ 
able from only one source, such 
as mail order. 

2) Does the story claim that 
you may be at higher risk because 
of your lifestyle or an environ¬ 
mental problem? 

Risk studies can be very diffi¬ 
cult to interpret. That's because 
they are usually based on the "as¬ 
sociation" between one thing and 
another. 

For instance, heart attack rates 
tend to be higher in countries 
where most households have 
phones but that doesn't mean 
phones cause heart attacks. An 
association does exist between 
heart attacks and phones but it is 
not meaningful. What may be 
meaningful is an association be¬ 
tween people living in industrial¬ 


ized countries (where there are 
many phones) and heart disease. 

3) How dangerous does the 
story claim your "higher risk" to 
be? 

If you are told something may 
double or triple your risk, you 
still may not be in much danger. 
For example, if your chance of 
contracting a certain kind of can¬ 
cer was only one in 100,000 with¬ 
out the risk factor, doubling your 
risk only brings it up to two in 
100,000 - low odds. 

However, if your original risk 
was one out of ten and you double 
your chances to one in five, that is 
a substantial increase. In a case 
like this, you may wish to con¬ 
sider changing your lifestyle to 
reduce your risk. A number of 
studies have, for example, clearly 
demonstrated that smoking sig¬ 
nificantly increases your risk of 
illness and premature death from 
a variety of diseases including 
lung cancer and heart disease. It 
is wise to quit. 

Interpreting health research 
is difficult and it's not surpris¬ 
ing that information is often 
oversimplified when it is re¬ 
ported in the popular media. 
But some information may con¬ 
tain valuable health informa¬ 
tion that can di rectly affect your 
life. If, after asking these ques¬ 
tions, you are still puzzled by a 
news story concerning health 
issues, check it out with a nurse 
or other knowledgeable health 
professional.

Criminal code changes repuested

Last February 17, 1995, our 
eldest son and his wife were killed 
in a car accident in Duncan, B.C., 
leaving twin boys 8 years of age. 
The girl that killed them crossed 
over three lanes of traffic and 
smashed into them as they were 
heading out for a Valentines week¬ 
end together. They were killed 
instantly. This has been beyond 
words for my family and I. 

The thing that would have 
helped me tremendously would 
have been to know, beyond a 
doubt, that the person that hit 
them had not been involved with 
any kind of drugs or alcohol be¬ 
fore the accident. I do not know 
this because drawing blood for 
testing cannot be done unless the 
police officer has reason to sus¬ 
pect drug or alcohol use. 


Tell me, what would make a 
police officer suspect drug use? I 
know if alcohol was used they 
could smell the alcohol, unless it 
was vodka then they could not - 
what of that? We need Section 
#256 of the Criminal Code 
changed to say, "When there has 
been a death in an accident - 
blood shall be drawn from both 
drivers and tested for drugs and 
alcohol." To know without a 
doubt if a mind altering sub¬ 
stance has been used, Section 
#256 of the Criminal Code needs 
to be brought up to the day and 
age we live in. 

We no longer live in a day and 
age where just alcohol is a mind- 
altering drug. We have cocaine, 
marijuana, speed and a slew of 
other drugs that are being used 
very freely and some along with 


alcohol. 

I hear that we are looking at 
making some changes to our Jus¬ 
tice System. Certainly, Section 
#256 should be on the list. I am 
sure my family is not alone in this 
demand. If you are wanting the 
same done, I ask you to please

Even if you send a postcard 
saying that we need automatic 
blood sampling for both drivers 
when there has been a death in¬ 
volved in an accident. Nothing 
will change unless we get together 
to make it change.

The Canada Human Rights 
Commission needs to get its facts 
straight. 

In its recent annual report, 
the commission noted that the 
average wage of women is 70 per 
cent of men's, and blames this 
difference on discrimination 
against women. 

Other statistics, which the 
commission ignored, disprove the 
discrimination theory. 

A recent StatsCan report 
shows that never-married univer¬ 
sity-educated women earn, on 
average, 95 per cent of what men 
with the same attributes earn. As 
well, women under the age of 24 
working full time earn 91 per 
cent as much as men of the same 
age. 

Other figures show that for 
certain age classes, never mar¬ 
ried women actually earn more 


than comparable men do. 

Where's the wage discrimina¬ 
tion against women in these in¬ 
stances? 

Clearly the difference in 
earnings between men and 
women is caused by factors 
other than discrimination on 
the basis of sex. 

The major cause of the differ¬ 
ence, in fact, is marital status. 
The voluntary institution of mar¬ 
riage tends to increase the earn¬ 
ings of men and depress those of 
women. 

The Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion may not like it but this dif¬ 
ference in earnings will persist as 
long as the traditional family ex¬ 
ists.

A medication awareness day 
for seniors (MADS) will be held 
on Friday, April 19, 1996 at 9:30 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m. at the 5-0 Club 
in Didsbury. 

Place all your prescribed and 
over-the-counter medications in 
a bag and bring them to the event! 

Together with the nurse and 
pharmacist, you will find out 
which medications should be dis¬ 
carded, the purpose and interac¬ 
tions of your medications, side 
effects, and how to use your medi¬ 
cations safely. This is an opportu¬ 
nity to ask questions and enjoy 
light refreshments. Come to meet 
others, learn, and promote good 
health! 

Many seniors lead busy, active 
lifestyles and are concerned about 
maintaining and promoting their 
health. In addition to healthy eat¬ 
ing and exercise, many take pills 
which help to control, correct, and 
prevent disease. While medica¬ 
tions have many benefits, they 
can also be very dangerous if used 
incorrectly. 

Here are some tips on making 
medications safe and effective: 
First, always know what medica¬ 
tions you are taki ng and why you 
are taking them. Be sure to ask 
your nurse, pharmacist, and doc¬ 
tor any questions you may have. 
It is also important to know how 
many should be taken per day, 
whether they should be taken 


with meals, before bed, and 
whether they should be swal¬ 
lowed, chewed etc. 

The pharmacist is a key re¬ 
source when it comes to your 
medications and must be in¬ 
formed of your medication sta¬ 
tus. Always bring discontinued 
or expired medications back to 
the pharmacy for disposal, and 
inform the pharmacist if the di¬ 
rections given by your doctor are 
changed. Be sure to ask your phar¬ 
macist about over-the-counter 
drugs and how they effect your 
prescription medications. 

Medication storage is also im¬ 
portant to ensure safety for your¬ 
self and others. Make sure medi¬ 
cations are left in the original 
container, rather than mixed to¬ 
gether in one bottle as this allows 
health professionals, in emer¬ 
gency situations, to know the drug 
and dose that you may have taken. 
It is also helpful to keep a list of 
your medications in your wallet 
in case of emergency. For those of 
you with visiting grandchildren, 
keep medications in a safe place, 
out of reach. Finally, always tell 
your dentist and doctor what 
medications you are taking, and 
do not share your medications 
with others, as what worked for 
you may be harmful to others.

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Spring thaws can mean spring floods 


In many parts of Canada, the 
arrival of spring can also mean 
the arrival of flood warnings. 

Although floods can and do 
happen at any time of year, many 
Canadian communities are vul¬ 
nerable to spring flooding caused 
by combinations of prolonged 
rainfall, rapid thawing of snow 
and ice, ice jams on fast-flowing 
rivers and unseasonably mild tem¬ 
peratures. 

Flooding, costs Canadians mil¬ 
lions of dollars annually and of¬ 
ten brings grief, expense and 
hardship to those whose posses¬ 
sions, homes and property are 
damaged or destroyed. Even a 
broken water main can cause se¬ 
rious flooding and much damage. 

We all have a basic responsi¬ 
bility to protect and prepare our¬ 
selves, our family and our prop¬ 
erty in the event a flood or other 
potential disaster threatens. The 
following is some advice from Safe 
Guard partner, Emergency Pre¬ 
paredness Canada (EPC), the fed¬ 
eral government organization 
responsible for encouraging bet¬ 
ter preparedness for all kinds of 
emergencies: 

If a flood threatens: 

• Follow the instructions of 
emergency response officials. 

• Do what you can to prepare 
and protect your home and prop¬ 
erty from the effects of flooding, 
such as moving electrical appli¬ 
ances, books, documents and valu¬ 
ables to higher ground and/or 
protecting them with plastic. 

• Remove potential toxic pol¬ 
lutants such as pesticides and 
chemicals out of the basement 
and garage and off the ground, to 
where they are not likely to mix 


with and contaminate 
floodwaters. 

• Be prepared to stay in your 
home without electricity for a 
prolonged period. Prepare a sup¬ 
ply of food, water and other ne¬ 
cessities. 

• Have a battery-powered ra¬ 
dio, a flashlight and spare batter¬ 
ies. 

• Be prepared to evacuate your 
home on short notice. Assemble 
appropriate food, clothing, foot¬ 
wear, documents, medication and 
other essentials to take with you. 

• Keep sufficient gas in your 
vehicle so you can try to drive out 
of the danger area, if advised to 
do so by emergency officials. 

• Be prepared to shut off the 
electricity and gas supply in your 
home, if the utility company has 
not already done so. 

During a flood: 

• Keep a battery-powered ra¬ 
dio with you at all times - or tune 
in the car radio - so you can listen 
to emergency instructions on a 
local radio station. 

• If evacuating by car and the 
motor stalls in a flooded area, 
abandon the vehicle immediately 
and seek refuge on higher ground. 
You risk endangeringyour life by 
staying with a stalled vehicle in 
rapidly rising floodwaters. 

• Do not attempt to shut off 
the electricity in an already 
flooded building. You risk elec¬ 
trocution. 

After a flood: 

• Do not re-occupy a flooded 
home or building until there is a 
safe water supply and a satisfac¬ 
tory system to dispose of sewage 
and garbage. 

• If, whenyou return, the base¬ 


ment is still full of floodwater, 
drain it in stages - about a third of 
the volume of water per day. This 
will help avoid strutural damage 
which can happen if the water is 
removed too quickly. 

• Water in a flooded basement 
should be disinfected every three 
or four days - if the house is occu¬ 
pied - by adding liquid bleach to 


the standing water. 

• Make sure all heating sys¬ 
tems, electrical appliances and 
wiring touched by the floodwaters 
are checked out by a qualified 
technician before using them 
again. 

• Dispose of all cosmetics, 
medicines, toiletries, food in 
boxes, contents of the refrigera-

Producers should decide 


Grain marketing public hearings 


Grain producers must have the 
final say in selecting the market¬ 
ing system that meets their needs 
says Wild Rose Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers. 

The Alberta producer based 
organization told the Western 
Grain Marketing Panel Hearing 
in Edmonton that it believes that 
single desk selling provides the 
best economic returns to the pro¬ 
ducer. However, the present sys¬ 
tem could be improved by changes 
in the C.W.B. Act to allow for: a 
board of directors accountable to 
producers, a method to quickly 
adjust initial prices, the possibil¬ 
ity of shorter pooling periods, 
speeding up final payments, and 
marketing features such as spot 
pricing, forward pricing and early 
payment options. 

"The majority of our members 
are of the opinion that dual mar¬ 
keting would mean the end of the 
C.W.B. as we know it today", said 
Wild Rose President Ron 
Leonhardt. "Those who are pro- 
posinga dual market should come 
forward with a detailed plan on 


how the C.W.B. could continue to 
operate in a dual system. If the 
Board simply became another 
grain company we would then 
have an open market rather than 
a dual market." 

"We do not endorse an open 
market because of the price risks 
involved. Many producers depend 
on price pooling to be a major 
factor in dealing with risk man¬ 
agement." 

The presentation went on to 
say, "We believe that the issue of 
grain marketing must be put to 
producers in a plebiscite that will 
allow them to select the market¬ 
ing system that meets their needs. 
This plebiscite should include 
such choices as: an improved 
C.W.B., dual marketing in 
Canada, dual marketing in North 
America, dual marketing in all 
markets, a fully open market." 

"Producers whose livelihood 
depends on the grain industry 
are the most affected and they 
must have the final say.” 

Leonhardt concluded, "We 
strongly recommend that the fu¬ 


ture of grain marketing in West¬ 
ern Canada be decided by a plebi¬ 
scite of the producers of that 
grain."

1996 Crop Planning Budgets 
Available 

Although the view from my 
window looks like January, the 
calendar tells me that it is actu¬ 
ally the beginning of April. In a 
few weeks, cereal and oilseed pro¬ 
ducers will be planting the 1996 
crop and expectations have never 
been higher. Commodity prices 
are at their highest levels in years 
and producers, landowners and 
farm suppliers would all like to 
have a piece of the action. 

For the past few years, Alberta 
Agriculture and Rural Develop¬ 
ment has published a series of 
crop budgets. These planning 
tools, based on annual survey re¬ 
sults, can assist crop producers in 
mapping out their most efficient 
and profitable rotations. 

Underanewinitiativefor 1996, 
these crop planning budgets have 
been prepared on the basis of soil 
zones (black, dark brown and grey 
wooded) with a special edition for 
irrigation. Also new this year is 
an option that lets the producer 
select a cropping system that best 
matches his 
own. The choices 
are fallow seeded 
crops, reduced 
tillage and zero 
tillage. All com¬ 
mon crops are 
listed and 
benchmark val¬ 
ues for rev¬ 
enues, direct 
costs and indi¬ 
rect costs are 
provided. 

The true 
value of these 
publications is 
realized when 
farm managers are able to re¬ 
place the average survey data with 
their own numbers and are able 


to further refine the process of 
selecting the best crop combina¬ 
tion. A calculation sheet is pro¬ 
vided to help with this process. 
For people who prefer to work 
with this type of information elec¬ 
tronically, I have prepared a Lo¬ 
tus 123 spreadsheet that can 
speed up the calculation process 
As many of you know, a computer 
spreadsheet can help you gener¬ 
ate several "what-if' scenarios in 
a surprisingly short time.

Students seeking summer em¬ 
ployment have the option of cre¬ 
ating their own jobs, thanks again 
to the Student Business Loans 
program, a component of the 
Government of Canada's Student 
Summer Job Action. The Student 
Business Loans program, run by 
Business Development Bank of 
Canada in collaboration with 
Human Resources Development 
Canada, gives hundreds of stu¬ 
dents the chance to launch their 
own summer businesses. 

The program provides loans of 
up to $3,000 to student entrepre¬ 
neurs. Students in high school, 
community college and univer¬ 
sity can take advantage of these 
loans, as long as they are plan¬ 
ning to return to school in the 
fall, and are at least 15 years old. 
Loans are available as of April 1 
on a first-come, first-served basis 
up to June 21, 1996. The loans 
are interest-free until the due date 
of October 4, 1996.

Last year, 1,253 loans worth 
$3.5 million were provided to stu¬ 
dents. The students created 2,472 
summer jobs.

In 
Alberta, 272 loans for a total of 
$765,000 were provided. Alberta 
students created 461 summer 
jobs. $3.5 million is available 
again this year under the pro¬ 
gram. 

To be eligible for a loan, stu¬ 
dents must detail their plans for 
a viable business project. To en¬ 
sure viability, BDC offers 
counseling and training to help 
students proper business plans 
and operate successfully.

Grain producers must have the 
final say in selecting the market¬ 
ing system that meets their needs 
says Wild Rose Agricultural Pro¬ 
ducers. 

The Alberta producer based 
organization told the Western 
Grain Marketing Panel Hearing 
in Edmonton that it believes that 
single desk selling provides the 
best economic returns to the pro¬ 
ducer. However, the present sys¬ 
tem could be improved by changes 
in the C.W.B. Act to aliow for: a 
board of directors accountable to 
producers, a method to quickly 
adjust initial prices, the possibil¬ 
ity of shorter pooling periods, 
speeding up final payments, and 
marketing features such as spot 
pricing, forward pricing and early 
payment options. 

"The majority of our members 
are of the opinion that dual mar¬ 
keting would mean the end of the 
C.W.B. as we know it today”, said 
Wild Rose President Ron 
Leonhardt. "Those who are pro- 
posingadual market shouldcome 
forward with a detailed plan on 
how the C.W.B. could continue to 
operate in a dual system. If the 
Board simply became another 
grain company we would then

have an open market rather than 
a dual market." 

"We do not endorse an open 
market because of the price risks 
involved. Many producers depend 
on price pooling to be a major 
factor in dealing with risk man¬ 
agement." 

The presentation went on 
to say, "We believe that the 
issue of grain marketing must 
be put to producers in a plebi¬ 
scite that will allow them to 
select the marketing system 
that meets their needs. This 
plebiscite should include such 


choices as: an improved 
C.W.B., dual marketing in 
Canada, dual marketing in 
North America, dual market¬ 
ing in all markets, a fully open 
market." 

"Producers whose livelihood 
depends on the grain industry 
are the most affected and they 
must have the final say." 

Leonhardt concluded, "We 
strongly recommend that the fu¬ 
ture of grain marketing in West¬ 
ern Canada be decided by a plebi¬ 
scite of the producers of that 
grain."

At this time of year the Better Business Bureau hears from 
individuals from small towns such as Taber, Cardston, Pincher Creek, 
and Redcliffjust to name a few, who have been hit by these travelling 
contractors. If you are contacted by one of these individuals take your 
time and educate yourself. Check with the BBB. Any contract signed 
in your home can be cancelled under the Direct Sales Cancellation Act 
within 4 days of signing They must have a contractors license with 
Housing and Consumer Affairs if they take any form of payment prior 
to completion of the job. Do they have Workers Compensation cover¬ 
age? Call your local RCMP detachment, they may be aware of the 
individual who is knocking on your door. 

Finally check the cost you are quoted, get one or two other quotes 
and compare the price. The price most likely will be significantly 
higher if you sign on with the Tailgaters. So please call the BBB at 1-

Nine tips tor sate snowmobiiing 


Ahhhh, spring. The days get 
longer, the sun gets higher and 
the snow gets thinner. But as the 
airwaves and headlines remind 
us, melting snow means 
snowmobile trails deteriorate, 
creating hazards such as ava¬ 
lanches and exposed tree roots 
that all too often reap tragic re¬ 
sults. 

"Spring is the most dangerous 
time of year for snowmobilers," 
said Darcy Svederus, safety di¬ 
rector, Alberta Snowmobile As¬ 
sociation. "Anyone snowmobiiing 
near the mountains should check 
conditions with the Canadian 
Avalanche Association." The 
CAA's toll-free number in B.C. 
and Alberta is 1-800-667-1105. 

1. Steer clear of avalanche hot 
spots. Avalanches have killed 11 
snowmobilers in Alberta and B.C. 
in the past two years. 
Snowmobiles are fast, but not fast 
enough. If your trails take you 
near the mountains, carry ava¬ 
lanche equipment including a 
transceiver, probe, shovel, first 
aid kit and survival gear. 

2. Plan your route and ride 
with a buddy. Make sure you know 
your trail in advance and leave 
such information - along with 
your return time - with someone 
who can look for you if you go 


missing. Should you get into trou¬ 
ble, a buddy can make the differ¬ 
ence between life and death. 

3. Avoid riding on roads and at 
night. Spring thaws expose trail 
hazards and night riding limits 
your ability to avoid trouble be¬ 
fore it's too late. Ride in daylight, 
stay on the trail at all times, and 
obey the rules of the road if you 
must ride on them. 

4. Slow down and obey trail 
signs. Excessive speed and re¬ 
duced snowcover can lead to bad 
accidents. Watch for trail haz¬ 
ards and other riders, use proper 
hand signals, obey trail signs 
and speed limits, and show re¬ 
spect for private property. Ob¬ 
tain a list of trail signs, hand 
signals and their meanings from 
your local snowmobile club or 
the ASA. 

5. Use proper safety equip¬ 
ment. The law requires you to 
wear a DOT-approved helmet 
when operating a snowmobile. It 
should fit snugly and be securely 
fastened under your chin. If you 
use an older-model snowmobile, 
install an automatic "kill" switch 
- the key is attached to the rider's 
wrist with a lanyard such that 
should the rider fall off the sled, 
the key would be pulled from the 
ignition which would "kill" the 


motor and stop the sled. 

6. Make sure you properly 
maintain your snowmobile. Regu¬ 
lar snowmobile maintenance and 
care contributes significantly to 
your enjoyment and safety. Learn 
how to maintain your snowmobile 
and identify problems before they 
occur, and adopt a regular pre¬ 
ventative maintenance program. 

7. Respect private property. 
Straying off the trail may mean 
trespassing on private land. It 
also exposes riders to unneces¬ 
sary hazards such as wire fences 
and unsafe ice, and potential liti¬ 
gation from land owners. 

8. Take a defensive 
snowmobiiing course or seminar. 
In addition to Molson's Steer Clear 
clinic program, associations such 
as the ASA conduct numerous 
community safety clinics and 
other recreational opportunities 
for snowmobilers. 

9. Don't drink and ride. Riding 
while impaired is a criminal of¬ 
fence that can cost you your driv¬ 
er's license. Alcohol impairs your 
balance, your reaction time and 
perception, and increases your 
risk of drowning and hypother¬ 
mia. As with driving an automo¬ 
bile, snowmobiiing requires alert¬ 
ness at all times, from every rider 
- and passenger.
